and  probably  won’t  be  as  carefree  and. gay  as 
if  it  were  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  and 
grade  worry  had  not  yet  clutched  at  their 
sensibilities. 

This  is  not  a concrete  suggestion,  but  just  a 
thought. 

The  lamps  are  filled  with  midnight  oil,  we 
hope,  and  most  students  are,  filled  with  serious 
intent. 

Under  these  circumstances,  it  doesn’t  seem 
that  an  excessive  number  of  social  events  fits 
into  the  general  scheme  of  things.

This  week  we  are  going  to  tell 
you  about  several  colleges  sit- 
uated in  two  of  the  northwest- 
ern states,  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington.

The  Cougar  mile  relay  squad  I 
of  Dick  Heywood,  Oscar  Ander- 
son, Jim  Crittenden  and  Arlyn 
Finlinson  lowered  their  own  ex- 
isting record  almost  two  full 
seconds  when  they  clicked  off 
the  four-lapper  in  3:17. 6,  by  far 
the  fastest  time  in  the  inter- 
mountain area  this  year. 

Utah  State’s  great  weightman, 

L.  J.  Sylvester,  broke  the  ex- 
isting Skyline  conference  shot 
put  record  when  he  heaved  the 
ball  54  feet  3%  inches.
